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THE  MILLER  YEARS 


This  brief  review  of  the  first  twenty-five  years  in  the  life  of  Danville 
Junior  College  is  respectfully  and  affectionately  dedicated  to  Mary  Miller,  its 
first  president,  whose  faith  and  leadership  were  responsible  for  its 
establishment  and  developnnent. 

The  format  of  the  ABC  picture  book  was  selected  to  emphasize  the 
parallel  of  DJC's  rapid  growth  with  the  accelerated  mental  growth  of  a  child 
during  his  first  year  in  school.  Starting  with  the  alphabet,  he  learns  the  use  of 
language,  which  is  both  the  key  to  and  the  evidence  of  his  uniqueness  among 
living  things. 

The  alphabet,  as  the  traditional  start  of  formal  education,  is  appropriate 
to  our  purpose  of  telling  the  DJC  story.  But,  unlike  the  familiar  alphabet, 
ours  will  be  incomplete  in  order  to  symbolize  the  on-going  nature  of 
education.  Borrowing  from  mathematical  language  the  X,  Y,  and  Z  will  be 
allowed  to  stand  for  the  unknown  -  the  future  -  which  is  dependent  upon 
the  past  and  present,  so  rich  in  accomplishment  and  promise,  as  set  forth  in 
these  pages.

Junior  College  District  No.  507  was 
created  in  April,  1966,  when  Danville 
Community  Consolidated  School  District 
No.  118  voted  to  cease  control  ofDJC. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  for  No.  507  was 
elected  on  May  28,  1966,  and  organized  May 
31. 

June  17,  1966,  annexation  to  No.  507 
was  approved  by  the  Junior  College  Board  of 
Oakwood  Township  No.  227;  Bismarck 
Community  Unit  No.  1;  Catlin  Township 
No.  230;  Potomac  Township  No.  229; 
Georgetown  Township  No.  218;  Ridgefarm 
Township  No.  221.  Westville  Township  No. 
220  was  annexed  in  June,  1967.  A 
continuous  effort  was  made  throughout  the 
Miller  Years  to  achieve  closer  cooperation 
with  the  districts  through  meetings  twice  a 
year  of  the  Administrative  Council  with  the 
Superintendents  of  the  districts  and 
extension  courses  offered  in  these  districts  as 
a  service  to  adults.  A  concerted  effort  was 
also  made  to  enlist  the  support  of 
contiguous  districts  as  far  north  as  Watseka, 
as  far  south  as  Paris,  and  as  far  west  as 
Jamaica.  In  1971-'72,  permission  was 
granted  by  the  State  Junior  College  Board  to 
offer  both  credit  and  non-credit  courses 
out-of-district,  and  accordingly  they  were 
taught  at  Paris  with  good  response  that  year 
and  in  Hoopeston  the  following  year.

Kapers  "hit  the  boards"  in  1947-'48  and  became  the  highlight 
of  each  year.  A  male  chorus  of  Kan  Kan  "girls",  songs,  skits, 
and  talent  of  all  types  went  into  an  evening  of  vaudeville 
entertainment  tied  together  by  a  timely  theme.  Every  faculty 
member  and  almost  every  student  was  involved  in  the 
production.  Kathryn  Randolph,  Catherine  Cromwell,  and  Jane 
Rose  Acton  contributed  professional  guidance,  but  the  final 
show  bore  the  stamp  of  Mary

From  the  beginning  it  was  recognized 
that  the  Ubrary  must  be  the  center  of 
learning.  For  the  first  few  years  college 
students  used  the  DHS  and  public  libraries, 
but  gradually  the  College  acquired  its  own 
volumes.  In  1961-'62  a  full-time  librarian 
was  employed,  and  separate  space  was  given 
for  library  acquisitions.  The  budget  for 
books  was  given  high  priority,  library 
open-door  sessions  were  initiated,  and  a  few 
audio-visual  materials  were  acquired. 
Initially  housed  in  the  basement  of  Building 
Six  when  DJC  moved  to  the  new  campus, 
the  library  moved  upstairs  to  attractive, 
carpeted  quarters  in  1967-'68,  and 
audio-visual  materials  and  cubicles  were 
housed  in  the  basement.

As  educators  look  lo  Ihc  liiliirc  ol  higlicr  education,  lliey  ;igrcc  llial  tlic  characteristic 
most  clearly  predictable  seems  lo  be  the  increase  in  (he  iniporlaiice  ol  Ihc  junior  college. 
"The  junior  college  is  truly  (he  chief  means  of  approaching  universal  higher  education  m 
the  United  States." 

The  success  of  any  administration  depends  on  the  respect  and  friendship  of  its  student 
body.  Here  it  seems  to  me  that  DJC  has  been  most  fortunate. 

It  is  revealing  that  after  all  these  years  I  can  state,  and  honestly  feel,  that  I  have  served 
the  finest  people  to  be  found  anywhere.  (Speech  at  Banquet  honoring  her.) 

Whatever  problems  and  demands  the  years  ahead  may  bring,  I  know  that  DJC  will  not 
falter  but  will  continue  to  uphold  the  integrity  of  the  learning  process,  that  it  will  meet 
the  changing  needs  of  society,  and  that  it  will  offer  an  ever-widening  range  of  educational 
opportunities  for  all  who  can  profit  from  them.

District  No.  507  are  elected  each  spring  on  a 
staggered  basis  to  serve  for  three  years  on  a 
seven-man  Board  of  Trustees  to  guide  the 
destinies  of  the  College. 

In  1965-'66  the  first  Board  was 
elected;  Elmer  Smith,  Donald  Dunlap,  Lou 
Ann  Young,  Ralph  Swanson,  Benson  Jewell, 
Thomas  Conron,  and  Russell  Guin.  Mr. 
Smith  was  elected  president.  Because  of  Mr. 
Dunlap's  transfer  to  Michigan,  Earl  Payton 
was  named  to  complete  Mr.  Dunlap's  term. 

The  1971 -'72  Board  has  four  of  its 
original  members:  Mr.  Guin,  president,  Mr. 
Jewell,  Mr.  Smith,  and  Mr.  Conron.  Other 
members  are  Cole  Morton,  Terrence  Vogel, 
and  Austin  Evans.

SYMPHONY:  Splendid  Sound  of  Success. 

The  Danville  Junior 
College-Community  Symphony,  established 
in  the  fall  of  1967  under  the  auspices  of  the 
College  and  the  baton  of  DJC  faculty 
member  Harry  Adams,  was,  from  the 
beginning,  a  musical  success.  With  the 
formation  of  the  Symphony  Board,  financial 
support  was  broadened  to  include  the 
Recreation  Department,  the  local  musicians 
union,  and  many  interested  individuals.  The 
Viennese  Ball,  first  given  in  May  1971,  has 
become  a  traditional  social  event  of  the 
community,  attracting  more  attendance  and 
more  financial  gain  each  year.  Community 
interest  was  strengthened  by  plans  for 
formation  of  a  supportive  Symphony  Guild, 
well  underway  by  the  spring  of  1972.  This, 
the  only  junior  college  symphony  in  the 
state,  sponsors  free  concerts  and 
concentrates  on  musical  education, 
especially  among  the  young.

The  Miller  Years  are  the  beginning,  the  solid  basis  upon 
which  the  future  of  the  College  will  be  built.
